Gravel Road Case.

The case of Smith el a1 vs County 
Commissioner cif 
Hamilton county 
commonly known as the “ gravel road 
case,” in the decision of which the 
three mile gravel road law was de 
dared 
unconstitutional, 
has 
been 
granted a rehearing by the Supreme 
court. 
Judge James II. Jordan, who 
wrote the first opinion holding the 
law unconstitutional dissented to the 
granting of a rehearing was filed some 
days ago. 
The decision has attacted much at 
tention throughout the state as many 
miles of gravel road were being con 
structed under the provisions of this 
law, and there are but few counties in 
the state which were not affected by 
the opinion. 
Work on all the roads 
was temporarily stopped until the va 
lidity of th#* bonds which w ere issued 
upon the road, could be determined. 
It is the common belief now however, 
that the bonds are good and none of 
bondholders will lose by them. 
With 
a few exceptions w-ork I as not been 
continued upon the roads which were 
in way of completion. 
The petitioners for a rehearing as­ 
sert that the law is not special legis­ 
lation as declared, and is of general 
application. 
They declare that the 
court had placed an erroneous con­ 
struction on a portion of the statute, 
“ includes any incorporated city or 
town,” and that the word “ which” be­ 
fore the clause should have been read 
“ including,” as it appeared in prev­ 
ious acts .of which the present law is 
said to be a codification 
Under the 
petition it is held that the change 
in words would 
place an entirely 
different construction 
on 
the law, 
making it apply to every township in 
the state with special reference to 
townships having towns and cities of 
certain size. 
By granting a rehearing of the case, 
the gravel road law is placed in the 
same position as it was before the first 
opinion was handed down. The court 
will probably dispose of the case fin­ 
ally in the near future.*

livered a eulogy on King Leopold.

declared th a t the late m onarch had 
devoted him self entirety to the g re a t­ 
ness and prosperity of the country and 
had aggrandized arui lifted Belgium up 
am ong the nations.

w as grateful and would not forget. 
T he king had given an im m ense im­ 
pulse to th** resources of the country 
in all directions and had bestow ed on 
it a colonial em pire w here Belgium 
w as going to fulfill all the d uties of 
h e r great work of civilization.

the Battleground. 


Pittsburg, Dec. 16.— There were im­ 
portant conferences in Pittsburg and 
long-distance communication with New 
York, following close on the declara­ 
tion of war made by the heads of all 
labor unions against the United States 
Steel corporation. 
It is -admitted that 
Pittsburg, with Its thousands of work­ 
men, w ill be the battleground, if bat­ 
tle there is to be. The 49,000 Win Amen 
of the corporation who hold stock and 
draw 
dividends 
regularly 
from 
the 
profits of the corporation are looked to 
to stand fast no m atter what action 
may be taken by the labor unions. 
It 
is decided to issue quietly to the stock­ 
holding workmen of the corporation a 
statement 
now 
being 
prepared 
In 
w'hich It will be set forth just what 
profits have been paid them since their 
purchase of the stock, what the stock 
w'hich they have been permitted to 
purchase out of their earnings is now 
worth in cash, etc. 
This list is expect­ 
ed to rouse the 
defensive fighting 
blood of the stockholding workmen 
and w ill prepare them to battle against 
the 165,000 employes of the corpora­ 
tion who have never taken advantage 
of the opportunity to buy stock out of 
earnings. 
It is expected further that 
at least 10,000 additional workmen w ill 
take advantage of another issue of 
stock to be offered employes soon and 
with 50,000 of its best workmen in the 
mills stockholders in the concern the 
steel corporation admits frankly from 
its Pittsburg offices that it hopes to 
bid defiance to any move to close Its 
mills. 
According to a statement made for 
the officers of the Carnegie Steel com­ 
pany, and which is supposed to have 
been inspired from the head offices of 
the steel corporation at N* w York, the 
corporation 
has 
since 
its 
inception i 
been planning to checkmate just such 
a move as was announced by tho al­ 
lied heads of labor organizations of the 
country, and, working quietly and ef­ 
fectually, it has prepared to success­ 
fully combat all moves. 
The state­ 
ment comes in the shape of an inter­ 
view with a local official of the corpor­ 
ation 
whose name is withheld. 
It 
reads: 
“ When we suggested that the em­ 
ployes purchase the stoc k of the cor­ 
poration wi‘ had two objects in view. 
First, we wanted to make them good, 
faithful employes and cause them to 
take an interest In their work and feel 
that they were not only a working, but 
a financial part of a great corporation. 
W e know that we have accomplished 
this 
The* men realize that they are 1 
making extra money through dividends j 
and the rise in stock on their own la­ 
bors. and they are willing to continue. 
•Tile second reason and the one 
which will have its effect in the pre s j 
ent crisis was we feared that at some 
time, as has been the case in a large 
number 
of 
successful 
corporations, 
some dissatisfied person would try to 
inaugurate a strike. 
When such a per­ 
son or body of labor leaders realize 
that they are endeavoring to make 
men strike and pull down th** value of 
something that they themselves own. 
they immediately will see the futility 
of calling a strike. 
"Practically every frugal man in the 
employ of th** corporation is the owner 
of several shares of stock. 
They arc* 
accumulating more and more each day. 
They believe in the corporation, and 
they w ill not leave it. 
On the other 
hand (here ar** any number of spend­ 
thrifts among the employes who may 
go out on strike if called, hut when 
they see th** bulwark of the corpora­ 
tion, the good employes, remain at 
their furnaces it is doubtful if then 
they would strike."

Pursuing IU Course of Letting the 


Daylight Into the Affairs of the In­ 


terior Department, Great National 


W eekly Review* a Bit of th# Preced­ 


ing History of Alaskan Exploitation 


and Gives Soma Furthar Details of 


the Present Alleged Conspiracy to 


Grab Rich Coppsr and Coal Lands. 


New York, Dec. 14.—An article of 
vital Interest to the people of the 
United States will appear in Collier’s 
Weekly, coming issue of Dec. 18, bear­ 
ing upon the controversy at present 
entangling Secretary of the Interior 
Richard A. Ballinger, whom Collier’s 
refers to as "the friend at court of the 
coal-grabbers, the reason for whose 
appointm ents grows clearer as devel­ 
opments unfold." 
In this coming ar­ 
ticle a sum m ary is given of the pre­ 
ceding history of Alaska, showing how 
those who revealed the robber barons 
! at work were squelched then, even as 
now. 
This summary sets out how the 
Alaska Gold Mining company, organ­ 
ized by Washington politicians, exploit­ 
ed Alaska with so high a hand that 
even W ashington gasped at the bra- 
1 zenness. 
Then the spoil was gold— 
now- it is copper and coal. Rex Beach 
told the story. Later he made its facts 
the foundation for his novel, "The 
Spoilers." 
Speaking of the policy of 
suppression which m en controlled in 
W ashington, he said* 
"You haven’t 
heard of it? Of course not. When the 
scandal came out It was smothered, 
and the public 
kept In ignorance. 
Criminals were pardoned, records ex­ 
punged. thieves exalted to new hon­ 
ors." 
The wheels of justice at W ash­ 
ington 
wert* 
mysteriously 
clogged. 
The scheme, as originally planned and 
for a long time successfully carried 
out, was to seize and operate, in the 
interest of the Alaska Gold Mining 
company, the rich Nome placer mines 
owned by the unlettered but law-re­ 
specting prospectors. It was proposed 
to steal these mines either by an 
adroitly worded act of congress—just 
as Ballinger tried to legalize the Cun­ 
ningham claims by having the laws 
amended—or, failing that, to confiscate 
them 
by 
decisions 
of 
the 
Alaska 
courts, which were to be of their own 
making and appointm ent—exactly as 
Ballinger sought to have his subordi­ 
nates cr* ate by the Pierce decision a 
special 
law 
for 
the 
Cunningham 
claims. Alexander McKenzie of North* 
Dakota was the captain of this filibus­ 
tering « nterprisr 
Donald R. McKen­ 
zie is one of the chief conspirators in 
the present attem pted steal. Alec Mc­ 
Kenzie was hacked and ably defended 
by th** two senators from North Da­ 
kota—Met umber 
and 
Hansbrough. 
Fred Dennett, the present commis­ 
sioner of the general land office, who 
figures actively in the Cunningham 
cases, was a former private secretary 
of Senator Hansbrough. He was clerk 
of the senate committee 
on public 
lands, of which Hansbrough was chair­ 
man, for several years immediately 
prior to becoming special agent in the 
w'est 
by 
appointment of 
Ballinger, 
then commissioner of the general land 
office. 
After all preparations had been per­ 
fected at the Washington end spurious 
suits were brought In Alaska against 
the owners of most of the rich placers 
of Nome. 
McKenzie was appointed 
receiver of these claims by A rthur H. 
Noyes, his Judge, and under protection 
of the United States troops proceeded 
to gut the mines under the eyes of tho 
owners. He carried off the gold to his 
own vaults. 
When the facts became 
known It was found that the stock of 
the Alaska Gold Mining company was 
distributed generously throughout offi­ 
cial 
circles in 
Washington. 
Judge 
Noyes denied appeals to the defeated 
litigants whose properties had been 
confiscated. 
Certified copies of the 
court record were filed with United 
States Attorney General Griggs. Griggs 
refused to take action. 
Subsequently, in certain legal pro­ 
ceedings growing out of these out­ 
rages, Noyes, McKenzie and others 
were found guilty by th** San Francis­ 
co court of appeals, and sentenced to 
Imprisonment, 
McKenzie served only 
part of his sentence. While in jail he 
was, and for long after remained, a 
member of the Republican national 
committee, and a powerful politician 
whose influence in W ashington did not 
abate because of the little contretemps 
in his political affairs. 
When Senator 
Stewart of Nevada afterward exposed 
the whole crooked plot, tracing its 
trail from Washington to Nome and 
back, Involving United States senators 
and government officials, entire sec­ 
tions of his speech, exposing these 
same officials, were expunged by “sen­ 
atorial courtesy" from the Congres­ 
sional Record, 
"Is there another Alaska conspiracy, 
this time to control the copper and 
coal?" asks Collier's. "Will the public, 
remembering the 
past, he satisfied 
with 
star chamber answers 
to this 
question? 
"It is common knowledge through­ 
out Alaska and the west generally that 
the Morgan interests are allied with 
the Guggenheim mining interests, and 
th at the same financial forces are ai­ 


le d with the Hill railroad Interests. 
When Ballinger was nominated and 
elected mayor of Seattle, he was put 
forward by the Hill political managers, 
ostensibly to put down certain local 
evils, but really to put the Hill forces 
in control of local politics. 
Ballinger 
supported Levi Ankeny, the railroad 
candidate who notoriously bought his 
seat in the United States senate. 
An 
im portant detail of Ballinger's record 
to rem em ber is his grant, as secretary 
of the interior, of the railroad right of 
way along the Des Chutes river in Ore­ 
gon. 
Ballinger himself was an incor­ 
porator of the original Des Chutes rail­ 
road, and was its vice president and 
counsel. 
He is said to have disposed 
of his Interest in this road to his part­ 
ner at the time of his recent appoint­ 
ment as secretary of the interior. 
In 
the confecsicn of S. A. D. Puter, king 
of the Oregon Land Fraud Ring, con­ 
victed by Heney, Puter charged that 
(luring Ballinger’s short term as com­ 
missioner of the general land office. 
Northern Pacific land patents by the 
wholesale were issued. He also stated 
that the general land office, under the 
Ballinger and Dennett administration, 
shut its eyes to glaring land frauds in 
Oregon. 
"We have in a former article re 
ferred to the fact th at Commissioner 
Ballinger appeared before the house 
committee on public lands and urged 
the passage of the Cale bill, which, had 
It passed, would have mad** the Cun­ 
ningham claims legal. 
With Ballinger 
! there appeared one Donald R. McKen- 
1 zie. 
McKenzie, like his namesake and 
prototype in the placer story, is a well­ 
known Washington lobbyist and an 
old-time political supporter of Senator 
* Piles 
of 
W ashington, 
Ballinger's 
friend. 
He is one of the beneficiaries 
of a town site of 2,000 acres on Cor 
dova hay, Alaska, the terminus of the 
Guggenheim railroad. 
Tile townsite 
was granted, through the efforts of 
Senator Piles of Washington, by the 
Sixtieth congress, to McKenzie and 
two others, on** of whom is ex Gover­ 
nor John H. McGraw of Washington, 
former political m anager for Senator; 
Piles, and one of til** com m ittee of th** 
Seattle cham ber of commence which 
recently, In answ er to Ola vis’s article 
in this paper. gav»* Ballinger a glowing 
certificate of character and spoke of 
him as “a scrupulously honest man.” 
“Out of over a possible thousand 
lawyers in Seattle, Ballinger sterns to 
have had a m onopoly of syndicated 
Alaska coal clients. 
And who shall 
say that these clients were altogether 
lacking in sagacity? 
"Immediately after the statem ent in 
the president’s letter I giving Ballinger 
a clean bill I that Ballinger did only a 
little work for one claim ant is this fur I 
th er statem ent: 
‘The evidence in re­ 
spect to which you were consulted 
professionally was not secured by Mr. 
Glavis until after your resignation as 
commissioner of the general land of­ 
fice.’ 
Tiler** is not <*v**n a ‘shred of 
suspicion’ upon which to base this 
statem ent. 
The president was cruelly 
imposed upon, and he in turn unwit- ‘ 
tingly deceived the public. 
"The president also refers to the 
fact that Glavis was allowed to remain 
in charge of the claims, notw ithstand­ 
ing Ballinger was aw are of his attitude 
as to their fraudulent character. 
As a 
m atter of fact, the claims were not 
taken from Glavis, simply because it 
was feared he would do just what 
finally he did—go elsewhere for jus 
tlce. 
"W hen Dennett was private secre­ 
tary to Senator Hansbrough of North 
Dakota, Hansbrough was chairman of 
the senate committee on public lands, 
and in North Dakota was known as a 
Hill railroad senator. 
Dennett ow**s 
his prominence in politics as much to 
Ballinger as to his former political 
connections. 
It is the belief in the 
state of Washington that he owes his 
present position also to Ballinger, be­ 
cause of his suppression of facts in­ 
volving prominent citizens of W ash­ 
ington in public land frauds. 
On July 
26 of th*) present year Glavis wrote to 
Dennett: 
‘The investigation that was 
made at that time was disclosing a 
gn at deal of fraud among thoR** coal 
claimants, and, as you wen* advised by 
telegram, we were uncovering a great 
deal of fraud which involved a great 
many prominent people In th** state of 
Washington, as well as implicating a 
United States senator. 
You, however, 
directed rn** to postpone taking further 
evidence." 
"A month previous to this Glavis had 
wired to D eanett asking if any adonis 
sions had been mad** to Dennett in 
W ashington by Alaska coal claimants. 
Dennett replied by wire that no admis­ 
sions had been mad* 
by claimants. 
Confronted personally with proofs of 
his mendacity, Dennett afterward ad­ 
mitted to Glavis, in th** pres* rice of an­ 
other government agent, that these ad­ 
missions had been made, and that he 
himself had worked for the legislation 
sought by these Ben, and had inter­ 
viewed several congressmen in their 
behalf. 
“No more details today, but let us 
call attention to on** incident that is 
understood to have been a disappoint 
ment (to put it mildly) to Theodore 
Roosevelt. 
"On June 26, 1909, Donald R. Mc­ 
Kenzie, Ballinger’s intimate associate 
and client, told Special Agents Jones 
and Claves in Seattle that S»**retary 
Garfield's attitude toward th** Alaska 
coal claims, in 
which 
he and 
his 
friends were interested, was such ’that 
they brought pressure to bear on s**n* 
g’ors and representatives to prevent 
his remaining in the cabinet under 
President T a ft/ 
Are the sam** influ­ 
ences that kept Garfield out keeping 
Ballinger in? 
Will the president con­ 
sider these facts in weighing th** argu­ 
ments now being pressed upon him by 
members of his cabinet? 
"Or are the above circumstantially
